COMBINATION SMOKE-CONSUMER. 


Mr. Gregsten Has One, and He Says It 
Works Like a Charm. 

Samuel Gregsten of the Windsor European 
Hotel believes he has solved the problem of 
getting rid of smoke. His plan is to have a 
brick arch under the boiler and steam jets 
above the fire combined. The arch in Mr. 
Gregsten’s boiler, which 1s twelve feet long, 
is five feet from the front doors. The boiler 
is of ample capacity for the steam required 
to be produced, and no crowding is necés- 
sary. 

At 7 o’clock last evening Mr. Gregsten and 
a TRIBUNE reporter went on the roof of his 
— to get a look at the smoke nuisance by 
night. 

“ There; McVicker’s chimney is just start- 
ing up,” said Mr. Gregsten as a cloud of 
smoke arose over the theater. ‘“ That is 
sometimes awful for us. Over tnere,’’ point- 
ing to the south, is the Saratoga chimney. 
It keeps up just such a smudge all 
day and late at night. Tas Trisune chim- 
ney, just north of there, has deen doing 
splendidly for some time. You seldom see 
anything coming out of it. You can see, too, 
by the steam exhaust that the engine is 
n Now look at this chimney of 
mine. Do you see any smoke! No. It sel- 
dom makes any more than that. 

„Before I adopted this plan of mine,“ he 
continued, “the rooms could not de 
kept clean. The dedclothes were 
dirty in four hours, and we carpete 
in a week looked as if they had been down a 
year. I put a great deal of study into 
remedying matters, and I visited every place 
where I could hear of a smoke-burner. I 
tried combining the two plans, and it has 
done wonderfully well. One does what the 
other faiis to do, and with the most indiffer- 
ent finng I have little smoke. The whole 
contrivance cost less than $100, but the arch 
must be replaced every six months.”

STUDIES OF THE NEW CHANCELLOR. 


Gen. Caprivi Bears a Striking Resemblance 
to Prince Bismarck 

Loxpox, March 20.—The Times’ Berlin cor- 
respondent says: “The Emperor had a 
chance to study Gen. von Caprivi’s character 
during the maneuvers last autumn, and de- 
cided to follow the idea of Frederick the 
Great that a General is the best conductor of 
a foreign policy, because he best knows how 
far he can go with the army bebind him. Al- 
though a soldier of the first order, Caprivi, 
in the opinion of all his intimates, is 
very much more; andif personal appearance 
counts for anything he is a man ot great 
force of character and will, combining in a 
high degree suaviter in modo with fortiter in 
re, biending sagacity with patience, resolu- 
won with good humor, and German thor- 
oughness with Southern fire. He looks the 
typical Teuton of the hugest and most im- 
pressive type. He a remarkable like- 
ness to Bismarck and might essily pass 
for his brother. The difference in character is 
discernible in their gait—that of Bismarck 
being sharp and heavy, while that of Caprivi 
is deliberate, expressive of leisurely ele- 
gance. The new Chancellor isa brief but 
capable speaker. Count Herbert is unpopu- 
lar in the diplomatic world and it is not like- 
ly that he will be appointed to an Ampbassa- 
dorship.’’ 5

IT WAS A WELL-WORN DODGE, 


Hew the fron Chancellor Osrried His 
Point by Threatening to Resign. 

No country is more anxious overjthe pres- 
ent affairs in Germany than the Reichsiand 
of Alsace-Lorraine. 

Vincent de Larue, formerly Mayor of one 
of the largest Aisatian towns, is at the Rich- 
elieu. In an interview last evening he said: 

“Bismarck, whenever he wanted the 
Reichstag to adopt one of his own measures, 
would threaten to resign. He has never 
been able to leave his personality out of 
political questions. When he failed in cer- 
tain measures he caused it to be understood 
that he did not remain at his post because he 
thought it best for the public or because he 
had public opinion with him. But, as he ex- 
pressed it, he was going to hold out under 
the burden of his obligatione so long as his 
master and King commanded him to do 80. 
It seems now that no longer is that command 
imperious. The actual crisis, or, rather, the 
expected issue, will mark one of the most 
important changes in modern history. It 
means that what the Germans call the Bis- 
marckian era is over.“ 

Mr. De Larue, speaking of Caprivi, said: 

„ Nothing is known of him except that he 
is a distinguished officer. This gives cause 
to the apprehension that all required from 
the first official of the German confederation 
is a knowledge of the science of war. Un- 
doubtedly Caprivi’s task is not one of inter- 
nal reforms. It must have a bearing upon 
external affairs—perhaps his policy will be 
aggressive. This view finds strong argu- 
ment in the meeting of army corps command- 
ers called to Berlin at the moment Caprivi 
was selected.“ 

Some years ago Prince Bismarck handed in 
a written request for his dismissal. Upon 
the back of the document, which was re- 
turned to him, Emperor William |, grand- 
father of the present Emperor, wrote the 
word Never!“

THE GREAT STRIKES IN ENGLAND, 


Stagnation in Many Industries—Hopefal 
Signs in Some Quarters. 

Lonpon, March 19.—The stagnation in 
many branches of industry caused by the 
strike of the coal-miners continues and 
threatens to become more accentuated as 
the manufacturers’ stocks of fuel become 
exhausted. Unless the strike is speedily set- 
tled the East Lancashire cotton trade will 
meet with a severe check. The manufact- 
urers cannot afford to pay the enhanced 
prices for steam coal. Half of the mills at 
Accrington are at a standstill, owing to the 
scarcity of fuel, and many thousands of 
hands are idle. 

The strike in Nottinghamshire is prac- 
ticaily ended. The men bave resumed work 
in all the pits except four. It was ex- 
pected that the strike in North Wales 
would terminate today, but the men hold 
firm in their demands. The coal mine 
owners have called another meeting, at 
which it is expected that a compromise be- 
tween themselves and the strikers will be 
agreed upon. If the strike continues until 
the end of the week 10,000 brick ana terra 
cotta workers will be thrown out of employ- 
ment, as it will be impossible to run the 
works any longer, their stocks of coal being 
already low.

MUSIO AND DRAMA, 


Last night little Otto Hegner made his 
Chicago début at Central Musio-Hall, and the au- 
dience which had gathered for the purpose of 
hearing him enjoyed a rich musical treat. The 
first number on the young pisnist’s program was 
the Waldstein sonata of Beethoven, op. 53 in 
O major, in itself a sufficient test of virtuosity 
for any player, and a great task for 3 13-year- 
old boy. The boldness of the undertaking 
was completely justified by its success. The boy 
played the sonata throughout in a manner which 
fully established his claims to be considered an 
artist. He phrasea it beautifully, and shaded 
and contrasted his phrases in & manner which 
showed that he was more than & mere pianist— 
namely: a musician. His interpretation was at 
times distinctly original, beiig evidently the ex- 
pression of his individual feeling and not at all 
the outcome of mere imitation. Technical- 
ly his performance was astounding, when 
his years are considered, and from an 
intellectual standpoint the insight shown was 
no less so. His trills in the right hand, accom- 
panying the efrunciation of the principal theme 
of the rondo, which has to be given at the same 
time and with the fifth finger of the same hand, 
were surprisingly even, and the cxtensions and 
contractions of the hand were made with never- 
failing accuracy and quickness. His second 
number, the Chopin polonaise, op. 22, afforded a 
broad contrast, and was played with the 
same accuracy and clearness. In re- 
sponse to an enthusiastic oncore he gave 
a thoroughly well considered and poetic 
rendition of the Chopin “Berceuse.” His scale 
passages in thirds were done with perfect smooth- 
ness, and even the long reaches Which the work 
contains were played perfectiy and without ap- 
parent effort. Among the many little details of 
bis performance of this number his treatment 
of a descending seventh near the close in the 
inner part would alone have proved his 
musicianly intelligence. His closing num- 
ber consisted of a group of three, Men- 
Gelssohn’s Rondo Capriccioso,” the Spin- 
ning Song ~-from the “Flying Dutch- 
man” (Wagner-Liszt), and Kudinstein's 
„Valse Caprice,” in each of which his artistic 
qualities were admirably displayed. Master 
Leon Marx. an 11-year-old violinist, was heard in 
Leonhard’s “ Fantasie Militaire.“ He possesses 
an unusual mechanical facility for one of his age, 
and while nearly all of his “ doubie-stopping”’ 
was badly out of tune, this may be ascribed to 
some extent to nervousness. In the sustained 
portions he was better, but simply made the im- 
pression of being a clever boy, who may 
in the future become an artist: For an 
encore he played a well-known Serenata.“ 
Mme. Biro de Marion was the vocalist, singing 
the Verdi Bolero and Bellini’'s Casta Diva.“ 
Master Hegner will give his second and last con- 
cert in Chicago next Saturday afternoon at the 
same place. He should be sure of a crowded 
house, as he is an astonishing little artist, and 
his playing is highly enjoyable.

A charming performance of Much Ado 
About Nothing” was given last evening at the 
Chicago Opera-House. Mr, Booth as Benedick 
was not perfect in his lines but was in the best 
of spirits; and Mme. Modjeska us Beatrice was 
perhaps more radiant than at any time during 
the present notable engagement. The theater 
was crowded, and the applause at the end of 
each act was remarkably enthusiastic. Mme. 
Modjeska's Beatrice takes rank with her Rosa- 
lind as a Shakspearean impersonation of sur- 
passing merit.

“The first time the baby smiles at its 
mother shows the awakening of the soul, 
- Creator im- 
planted,” she said. “We should learn to 
train this instinct, than which none is more 
important, from the beginning. The child 
must love; it may love what you and I would 
turn from in disgust. I do not doubt the 
statement of a celebrated physicran that 
many infants in foundiings’ homes die from 
lack of love—they are treated there like lit- 
tie machines. 

“If you don’ttrain this instinct properly 
the child will do wrong. Here is a funda- 
mental principle; Love is to be tested by its 
effect upon the will, While 99 per cent of 
—— people are selfish and unloving, all lit- 

le children are naturally loving and unselfish. 
They can be easily trained. Selfishness lies 
at the root of all the worst evils of buman 
life. One of the most significant figures in 
Shakspeare is King Lear, the rich, powerful, 
loving, and induigent father, who comes to 
great grief because of his child's ingratitude. 
And so do other good parents who do not 
understand how to train this love instinct of 
the child into tne unselfish and seif-sacri- 
ficing kind. 

There are two kinds of love—or, rather, 
two tendenciés of the instinct. The first 
is that which expresses itseif in a 
mere kiss, or caress, or a word of 
endearment without any special sacrifice; 
the second, that which includes a sacrifice. 
Waile your child is in a loving mood ask it to 
do some little thing for you. You often see 
a child throw its arms around the mother’s 
neck, and fifteen minutes later do something 
that it knows will pain the parent. Charac- 
ter building is the same as muscular building 
it is gradual and must. begin early. 

I will give yeuan incident which came 


within my observation showing the value 


and the resuit of this testing of the child’s 
love. A mother wasshut up in her room 
with a sick neadache. Her little boy came 
in and she told him mother was sick. He 
went out of the room and carefully closed 
the door behind him. A moment later 
tne mother heard the most peculiar bumping 
and roiling about in the next room. Thea 
all was still. Soon the little fellow came tip- 
toeing in and laid his hand on his mother’s 
forehead, saying: 

„Mamma, I fixed up all the chairs and the 
work- basket. Ain't your headache better?’ 

He wanted to show bis love for his 
mother by doing something to please her. 
Once, in kindergarten, a sturdy little 
Scotch iaddie displaced a younger boy in the 
seat nearest me and stubborniy refused to 
relinquish it. Iasked him why he wanted 
that seat and he said because he loved me. 
In all good kindergartens the children love 
their teachers. 

“*Isn’t vour love strong enough to stretch 
across the table?’ I asked him. 

Ves,“ he replied, aud got up and went to 
a seat further away. hen I caught his 
eyes again they were just gleaming to show 
that his love was strong enough to stretch 
across the table. When an appealis made to 
the child aright it will quickly respond. 

“When a child offers to do something for 
you never refuse the offer. Don’t crush 
down this spiritual love. If the child wants 
to do something really impossible don’t say, 
‘You're not quite big enough; mamma will 
do it.’ Substitute another service. Your 
little boy cannot dress the baby, but he can 
hold the pins for you while you dress it. 
Train the child to do things that are dis- 
agreeabie. It is oniy by.self-sacrifice that 
this spiritual, unselfish love is built up and 
made strong.“

THE CABINET AT THE WHIST TABLE. 


Relative Merite of the Statesmen at the 
Great Game. 

New York World: Whist is a game in 
which skiliful magagemeutof the cards takes 
precedence over mere chance. Hence it is 
that dolts finds K “a very stupid game,” 
while possessors of brains derive mach pleas- 
ure as well as mental training from its pur- 
suit. It will, therefore, be a cause of sur- 
prise to students of current political events, 
as well as a source of. sorrow to those good 
people who believe that playing-cards were 
invented for reasons best known to himself 
by the devil, to learn that the game is played, 
or at least played at, by President Harrison 
and the members of his Cabinet. 

An opportunity to study the relative merits 
of the statesmen is afforded by a Washiug- 
ton.correspondent, who ventures the asser- 
tion that all are proficient with the single ex- 
ception of Uncle Jere Rusk, who, it seems, 
affords his colleagues a deal of amusement 
whenever he takes a hand. “He may yet be 
impeached,“ says the correspondent, be- 
cause at the beginning of a recent game he 
lead a king, the second hand laid down the 
ace, and while the two other Cabinet part- 
ners swooned Uncle Jere and the second 
hand roared with laughter. ‘Now I’ve found 
out where the ace is!’ roared the patron of 
husbanary, pounding the tabie and throwing 
back his head.“ 

Then the Cabinet officers laughed some 
more ana poked each other’s ribs, all at the 
expense of the funny old man from Wiscon- 
sin who cut such ludicrous capers with the 
great intellectual game. 

But hold on. Wny shouidu't he have ied 
the king! Presumably he held the queen, in 
which case every recognized authority on the 
game, from Cavendish to Proctor, advises 
the very play made by Uncle Jere. Dr. Pole, 
the prince of whist scientists, could hardly 
be more explicit than in saying as he does:

The Chicago Board of Trade renewed before 

Judge Tuley yesterday its motion to have the in- 
junction standing against m 80 modified that it 
will not be punished for contempt of court if it 
puts in effect Maron 81 ite recently adopted resd- 
lution to discontinue altogether on that date the 
furnishing of market quotations. The matter 
was set by Judge Tuley for argument before 
Judges Tuley, Collins, aud Horton at 2 o'clook 
Friday. 
‘About three weeks ago a similar motion was 
made by the board. A. W. Green then stated 
that the injunction granted in the cases of 
James A. Murphy & Co., A. J. Lichtstern, the New 
York and Chicago Grain and Stock Exchange, 
and other brokers was in ¢ffect a mandamus 
compelling the board to furnish these aileged 
bucket-shop*quotations of the market, whether 
the board wished to continue in the business of 
furnishing quotations or not. It was shown that 
the decision of the Supreme Court stated that 
the board could not be compelled to continue 
furnishing quotations as a business, but that it 
could be compelled, if it furnished them to any- 
body, to furnish them to all alike without dis- 
crimination. ö 

At that time the Judge said the board's mo- 
tion was premature, aud that it must first give 
some evidence of its good faith before asking for 
a modification. Thereupon the resolution of 
the board to go out of business altogether 
March 81 was adopted. 

Henry Decker, attornéy for the brokers in 
whose favor the injunotions are in force. said: 

“ We will oppose the motion. We will contend 
that this resolution is a mere trick to dump the 
outside brokers who are now getting quotations 
through the iojunctions.. In other words, we 
will insist upon some guarantee that if the board 
is going out of the busisess ot furnishing quota- 
tions ic will stay out, We say it can’t go out of 
business March 81 and go in gain, say, April 1, 
after by its act of going out it Gas cut us off. We 
being out of the quotations cannot enjoin the 


board, for we would not be in possession and 
could only to n suit at law for 
damages. Another thing we will insist on 
is that the board will not be going out 
of the business if ite members are allowed to 
send the prices by private wire to their out-of- 
town correspondents, If that is done, and it is 
unquestionably the board’s conception to do so, 
we will be out of the quotations and the Su- 
preme Court's decision will be violated in spirit, 
not in letter. We insist that the new move is 
merely a scheme to get the court's consent to do 
that which would be comtempt of court if done 
without its approval.“
